DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: spelling error. The 
term potion in line 13 should be replaced with the term "portion. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 12, 18-20, and 36-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 
because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

In lines 1-3 of claim 1 the applicant positively claims the human body: "a first 
bone portion" and "growth of a second bone portion". 

In claim 18 the applicant positively claims the human body: an intramedullary 
stem secured to the first bone portion". 

In lines 6-8 of claim 36 the applicant positively claims the human body: "an 
anchoring member secured to the second bone portion" and "an intramedullary stem 
secured to the first bone portion". 

Applicant is advised to change the wording of the claims to recite that the device 
is adapted to be secured to or capable of being secured to. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 7-11, 13, 15-17, 21-24, 26-28, and 35 are allowed.
